at 50 mills, divided as follows: School 
35; hospital 4; sewer 8; general 8.

A Letter Regarding 
The Floor Price 


The following is a copy of a letter 
written to the editor of The Leth- 
bridge Hera'd regarding a recent ede 
torial in that paper, 


Dear Sir: 


I have read your editorial entitled 
“Cattle Outlook” which appeared in 
Herald on Thursday, April 17h. Would 
you please permit space in your paper 


for a few observations regarding 
same? 
As to your first paragraph it is 


quite understandable that you should 
try to explain away your passiveness 
with regards to the financial crisis 
created amongst feeders by the pre- 
sent'y existing debacle. A lot of 
straight thinking people have wonder- 
ed where you have been for the last 
two months, Reams of sensational 
reporting has fairly frightened every- 
one to death. A bit of editorial support 
aimed at jarring Ottawa into a fair 
plan of action would have been invalu- 
able, Could it be that you found ,‘joc- 
keying two horses at the same time 
a bit difficult"? 

The shallowness of your thinking 
in the second paragraph is equally 
astounding. No one can control hail- 
storms, The mess that has been made 
of cattle marketing is clearly within 
the control of man. The government's 
announced plan is a plain admission 
to the fact, The plan is, of course, 
wholly inadequate but it does make 
malarky of your suggestion that our 
difficulty resulting from foot and 
mouth disease is an act of God. Surely 
governments have some responsibility 
to their people. The western farmer 
has been subjected to controls in the 
past — some of which he would have 
been better off without, But the shoe 
is on the other foot now. You may 
call the outbreak an act of God if you 
wish—but no amount of wishful 
thinking will relieve Ottawa of its 
negligence in failing its a 


ties. 

In paragraph number three you try 
to administer the Balm of Gilead by 
saying that a decline in prices was in 
evidence before the outbreak of foot 
and mouth disease. You suppose to 
enlighten us by quoting States prices 
to be 4 cents to 6 cents lower than 
last October, I think it would be fatr
